8 THOUSAND 
WOMEN ENROLL 
IN INSTITUTES 


Medical Help in Rural Districts 
Secured With Assistance 
Organized 


Women's Institutes in Alberta dur- | 


ing the past year have been the most 
prosperous, and have increased in 
number to a greater extent than in 
any other year since their organiza- 
tion in 1912. Last Mach there were 
127 institutes with a membership of 
8,500, while now there are 212 Insti- 
tutes with a membership of 8,000. 
This shows an extraordinary growth, 
which the superintendent, Miss Mary 
Mclsaac believes to be related in 
interest that women are taking 
public affairs since they 
the vote. 

The institutes were organized In the 
province in 1912, and in 1916 this had 
only developed to the extent of having 
42 institutes with 1,200 members, so 
the wonderful growth for last year Is 
especially noted. 

The additional interest of 
courses offered and the service render- 
ed is no doubt a great factor in raising 
the membership, but this is partly 
cause and partly effect, the women 
themselves with their increased inter- 
est In matters of civie and provincial 
bearing have asked for the broader 
program, while the institute, in cater- 
ing to the progoress of the times, has 
increased that desire and supplied the 
incentive. 

The annual meeting is slated to take 
place in the iCty of Edmonton, March 
6, 7 and 8 and an effort is being made 
to bring in outside speakers of na- 
tionai reputation. Correspondence is 
going on now with Dr. Anna Howard 
Shaw, of New York, but she is so busy 
with matters connected with food 


control in her own country at this time | 


that she may not be able to accept the 
invitation of the Alberta Women's In- 
stitutes. It is expected to have about 
1,000 women at that convention repre- 
senting every part of the country from 
the Peace River country right South 
to the United States boundary. Four- 


teen of the new institutes were organ- | 


ized in the Peace River Country last 
year when the demonstration trains 
were out there, and the women show- 
ed an intense interest in the work and 
in getting institutes of their own or- 
ganized. 

The women have been especially tn- 
terested in getting medical help to the 
rural districts and in working for me- 
dical inspection in the schools. One 
institute undertook to get in touch 


with all the schools in that district 
and were responsible for looking up 
one hundred schools in this regard. 


They are favoring very strongly the 
step that the government is taking to 
provide medical inspection in the 
schools, They are also asking that 
some form of district nursing be in- 
stituted in those districts where it is 
not feasible to have the municipal 
hospitals at present and have, with 
the co-operation of the Victorian Or- 
der, put in several nurses in such dis- 
tricts. In Cereal, especially, a decid- 
ed step has been taken, when, with 
the financial backing of the business 
men of the city, the Women's Instli- 
tutes built a  three-room cottage, 
which provides a room for the district 
nurse, a rest room atid rooin for meet- 


ings and a kitchen. The institute its 
|also responsible for the nurse that ts 
supplied by the Victorian Order, and 


this nurse is actually im residence in 
the district now, Several other dis- 
tricts have done the same on a smaller 
scale and a good many have built the 
rest room, 

At Athabasca Landing, trouble was 
experienced in getting a doctor to lo- 
cate in the place, so the Institute took 
the matter in hand and made a volun- 
tary canvas of the district to collect 
$2,000. A doctor was obtained then 
who has this guarantee of $2,000 from 
the rural ¢®mmunity and colleets for 

y visits he makes tn the town. tn 
the country he is expected to make 
his visits free, so the thing resolves

There is neither sense nor rea-

And when so required, 
the medical examination should 
take place at a point that will be 
convenient to them, or full pro- 
vision should be made for their 
time and expenses in going and 
returning.

CONSTANT RISE 
GOVT. REPORT 


Higher Prices For Flour Held to | 
be Mainly Responsible in 
Canada 


CITY PRICES COMPARED 


Edmonton Charge Per Pound the 
Lowest in Dominion Sched- } 
ule of Rates 


Ottawa, Jan, 17.—-The average cost 
of bread in the dominion again regis- 
ters an inerease, Statistics for No- 
vember completed today by the cost 
of living branch, laber department, 
show that the average cost of bread in 
the dominion intreased by onetenth of 
one cent per pound over the October 
returns, Bread increased in cust in 
St. John, Montreal. Brantford, Port 
Arthur, Fort William and Medicine 
Mat. This Increase, the report states, 
“Is due chiefly to the increased cost of 
flour used and a slight increase in the 
cost of ingredients and overhead ex- 
penses. The rise in the cost in the 
individual cities is due also to the rise 
in the cost of flour, except in St. John, 


| where the increased cost comes also in 


delivery, and Medicine Hat, where the 
cost of flour is slightly lower but the 
cost of delivery has risen from about 
a third of a cent per pound, 

“The rise in the cost of bread tn 
Montreal is just one-third of a cent 
(.83 ct.) this is almost entirely due to 
the increased cost of flour used. The 
average cost of flour used by the larg- 
er bakers {In Montreal in October was 
$9.61 per barrel. The cust in Novem- 
ber was $10.38. The reports sub- 
mitted by the bakers of Montreal for 
November were accepted as accur- 
ately, showing baking costs with the 
exception of that ubmitted by une of 
the largest bakers. The report of the 
latter made it evident that there had 
been an attempt to include the ex- 
penditures which should properly be 
distributed over several months in 
those for one month, thus showing an 
undue rise in cost, 

“This report is now under Invest!- 
gation.”

“It Is safe Co say,"’ the report con- 
cludes, “that the wholesale price of 
bread is regularly one cent less per 
pound and a half loaf than the retail 
price, Larger bakeries usually sell 
from fifty to sixty per cent. of their 
bread wholesale, their profit cannot, 
be calculated from the re- 
tail price. The profits for the year 
1917 are now being investigated by the 
acting commissioner and a statement 
of these will be issued shortly with 
the December report.

Roumanian Affair, 

London, Jan, 7.--The version of the 
incident that resulted in the arrest 
of Roumanian minister Diamandi 
given by the Petrograd correspondent 
of the Dally News says that Rouman- 
jan troops surrounded a Russian regi- 
ment and with it some Austrians who 
were visiting the Russians, thus break- 
ing the conditions of the armistice 
on the eastern front. The Roumaniang 
stopped the Russian supplies, disarri- 
ed the Russian soldiers and arrested 
the regimental committee, 

The whole incident, the correspond- 
ent says suggests a German agency, 
because nothing would quilt the Ger- 
mans better than an excuse to break 
with Russta over a breach of the arm- 
istice Instead of over an important 
point In the peace negotiations, 

It ts insisted by the correspondent 
that the visit of the allied and neu- 
tral diplomats to Premier Lenine con- 
stituted a defacto recognition of the 
Bolsheviki government. He says tho 
general tone of the conversation at 
the meeting was friendly. The Itallan 
ambassador took the opportunity to 
protest against the looting of his wine 
cellar. Lenine replied that the am- 
bassador should have telephoned to 


him, 
Rudnev The Leader, 

M. Rudnev, mayor of Moscow and 
leader of the Social Revolutionteta, 
invited foreign journalists to meet him 
Tuesday for the purpose of securing 
support for his party, 

The conversations at the meeting, 
the correspondent of the Daily News 
says, confirmed his view that more 
is to be feared than gained from a 
remacement of the Bolsheviki by the 
Social Revolutioniste. 

The Social Revolutionists, Rudnev 
says, contro] a majority of the con- 
stituent assembly, and would, if the 
assembly meets, immediately appeal 
to the allies for an inter-allled con- 
ference witu a view to opening nego- 
tlations for an Immediate diplomatic 
peace. The speeches of Lloyd George 
and Wievn could be the starting 
points and a speedy answer to the 
appeal would be desirable as delay 
would mean the ruin of the Social 
Revolutionisis and a serlous risk for 
the allles. Asked whether if the Bol- 
sheviki .e.ass power and wage a holy 
war against Germany the Social Re- 
volutionists would support it, M. Rud- 
nev is reported to have replied: “We 
regard the Bolshevik power as a mir- 
age, In the case you mention we 
would act toward the Bolshevik gov- 
ernment as we acted toward the 
Czar.
